Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  V/orks  of  the  city  of 
Port  Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to 
open  a street  fifty  (50)  feet  in  width  between  Dayton  Avenue  and 
Burnett  Avenue  from  South  Wayne  Avenue  to  Indiana  Avenue. 


Said  opening  a a herein  described  to  be  made  by  condemn- 
ing and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  the  south  eighteen  (18) 
feet  of  Lota  Nos*  6l  to  7J>  both  inclusive,  also  the  nortn  eighteen 
( 13)  feet  of  Lota  Nos.  76  to  90  both  inclusive,  all  of  said  lots 
numbering  from  6l  to  yO  being  situated  in  0,  S,  Hanna  * a Addition, 
the  same  being  a subdivision  of  Ewings  Out  Lot  No,  6 situated  in 
the  Southwest  fractional  Section  14,  Township  30  North,  Range  12 
Erst .

One  block  of  street  is  not  yet  opened  between  Indiana 
and  South  Wayne  Avenues  in  direct  bine  with  Dayton  A^venue  from  Broadway, 
east  through  Oakdale  and  in  line  with  Oakwood,  which  lies  between  South 
Wayne  and  Fairfield  Avenues. 

Since  this  lack  of  opening  causes  a great  hindrance  to 
traffic  as  well  as  a great  inconvenience  to  pedestrians  who  wish  to  travel 
from  Broadway  to  Fairfield  Avenue  and  since  the  entire  length  of  the 
remainder  of  said  thoroughfare  is  paved;  and  beautiful  and  substantial 
houses  are  being  built  up  along  this  street;  and  since  Dayton  Avenue. where 
it  intersects  with  Broadway  will  be  in  direct  line  with  the  new  bridge  on 
the  Bluff ton  Road  when  the  bridge  there  is  rebuilt, so  that  the  traffic  in 
the  future  between  Bluff ton  Road  and  Fairfield  Avenue  will  be  along  this

street  if  it  is  opened;  therefore,  we,  the  undersigned  residents  and 
property  owners  along  said  street,  respectfully  present  to  you  the  accompanying 
petition  for  the  opening  of  said  block  and  the  naming  of  the  entire  street 
from  Broadway  to  Fairfield  Avenue  "Oakdale  Drive"  or  "Oakwood  Avenue"  to 
avoid  the  confusion  of  names  that  now  exists  on  account  of  the  old  branch  of 
Dayton  A 'ye  nue,  between  Beaver  and  Fairfield  Avenues. 

If  you  grant  our  petition,  our  street  will  be  a beautiful 
straight  drive  without  dangerous  jogs  and  it  will  enable  much  traffic  to  keep 
off  Broadway  where  the  car  line  now  is  and  permit  a direct  and  safe  passage 
from  Broadway  and  Bluffton  Road  to  Fairfield  Avenue,  one  of  the  city’s  main 
approaches  from  the  South.
